called the "Kartell," which has been 
in existence about a year, and that 
it is chiefly owing to its agency that 
the price of sugar has been forced 
down in England and other countries 
to the -lowest point in the history of 
the industry, and that Germany to- 
day is enabled to dictate to the world 
the price of that commodity. The 
exact extent of the "Kartell" was 
discovered they say, only quite re- 
cently. The magnitude of Its oper- 
ations supplies the missing factors 
in 'the present alarming condition of 
the sug*ar market.

upply of beet, sugar, of which she 
exports no less than 1,250,000 tons'* 
after completely supplying her own 
population. These exports, which are 
almost one-fifth of the world's avail- 
tble supply, are sent out at a loss to 
German manufacturers, but thanks 
to the "Kartell," plus the bounty, 
they are able not only to make up for 
this, but to reap a -handsome profit 
n addition to gaining absolute con- 
trol of the sugar market. 


The "Kartell" is run very secretly, 


but from confidential reports shown 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press in London it is (learned that 
t consists of an ironclad combina- 
tion of almost all producers and re- 
finers ito keep up the price of sugar 
n Germany. This "is done so success- 
fully that the German consumer;to- 
day pays thrice as much for sugar 
as the Briton does for the same,arti- . 
de imported from Germany, 


The members of the "Kartell" bind 


themselves to buy from and sell to 
only those affliated with the combine. 
This has worked 
so satisfactorily 


that rthe "Kartell" now 
includes^ 


practically every factor in sugar in-' 
terests in Germany from the agri- 
cultural producer to the refiner. Tho 
latter agrees always to pay 12.75 
marks per hundred weight for the 
raw article, though natural condi* 
tions might ordinarily allow him 
to buy three marks cheaper. This, 
however, ensures a permanently high 
price to the German consumer. The 
enormous profits consequent upon 
these methods are pooled in the 
Kartell"' and divided upon an elab- 


orate and ingenious scale, and tha 
surplus product is disposed of at a 
slight loss in other European and 
American markets, though even this 
deficit is often 
made up by tne 


bounty that Germany provides. 


British sugar authorities are quoc- 


ed as saying that the German "Kar. 
tell" and bounty combined will wita- 
in two years ruin the beet and cane 
industry in other countries, espec- 
ially in Cuba and the other West In- 
dies.

There have in the course of our life 


been many angels of God that luive 
looked over our shoulders, or met us

Lesson for Sunday, Nov. 24, 1901. 
Topic—"World's Temperance Les- 


Text—Isaiah v., 8-20. 
This is a pertinent title, ''World's 


Temperance Lesson." 
For whatever 


else* the world needs, we know of 
"nothing more pressing than its need 
Of knowledge and admonition on- 
'cernlng the dangerous and deadly 
power of intoxicants. 


* 
Intemperance is on old evil; as old 


. as the disgraceful exhibition of i* :.r. 
Noah. And from his fall until the 
, present wherever man has been found 
there has been discovered sorc.9 in- 
toxicating stuff with which ho- has 
worse than bestialized himself. 


The red Indians of the American 


forest, the cannibal inhabitants of 
the South Sea islands, the black 
tribes of interior Africa, all had bev- 
erages to get drunk on before they 
had decent clothes to cover their 
hideous nakedness or comfortable 
dwelling places to call homes. An* 
the disgusting, destroying effect? of 
intoxicating drinks have never dif- 
fered in ages or in the inhabitants o* 
different countries. 


Intoxicants make all who freely in- 


dulge in them either fiends or fools, 
or both. Read scene -tiree of act two 
of "Othello," and Shakespeare will 
show the abomination of intemper- 
ance in true colors, 


Hear from Cassio, whom drink has 


brought to disgrace. He calls him- 
self "so drunken and so indiscreet on 
officer." 


"Drunk? 
And speak parrot, and 


squabble? Swagger? 
Swear? 
And 


discourse fustian with one's own 
shadow?" 
' "Oh ,thou invisible spirit of wine, 
if thou hast no name to be known by 
let us call thee— devil!" 


"Oh that men should put an enemy 


in their mouths to steal away their 
brains." 


INTEMPERANCE 
PREVAILS. 


Nevertheless, 
intemperance 
still 


prevails after all the appalling effects 
of it. And it is claimed, with prob- 
ably good reason, that the liquor 


^ traffic exercises a more arrogant in- 
fluence now than, at any time in the 
world's history. The probability of 
this rests upon the fact that in the 
greatest nations of the earth at pres- 
ent the liquor power has more control 
in politics than ever it has had. 


See how in our own country <sach 


of the great political parties ia cam- 
paigns conciliate the liquor inter- 
est. 
Watch the way congress re- 


lieves the rum interest of taxes. 
Listen to* the hero of the new 
Hebrides islands, Dr. John Paton, 
whose work has been transforming 
the cannibals into Christians, and he 
will tell you that all the other great 
Christian nations have prohibiten the 
' export of liquors and firearms to 
those islands, while the United States 
has not and will not while the rum 
seller has the cinch he now lias on our 
government. 


Of the twenty-two versos set apart 


as our lesson, only the eleventh nnci 
sixteenth inclusive are directly de- 
voted to the ravages of strong drink. 
But in these the prophet of the Lord 
speaks without sparing. He begins 
with a "Woe."' And we observe tint 
the ruinous evils of indulgence in 
strong drink then, COO years before 
the birth of Christ, were just the 
same as they are now. 


Says the prophet (lesson verse 2): 


"Woe unto them that rise up early in 
the morning that they may follow 
strong drink, that continue until 
night, till wine inflame them." 
As 


in our day, so in the time of Isaiah— 
one who rises early in the morning 
to drink is the most sure to drink ill 
day. We have heard it said that once 
a tippler begins to take a drink be- 
fore breakfast, he is doomed to be a 
drunkard. 


At the first (lesson verse 12) tho 


•wine cup and whisky make high 
hilarity at the feast. As when our 
novelists describe the drinking habits 
of their heroes they most always 
make scenes so gay that many ft 
weak person reading their tempting 
pages may be led to ruin. The true 
treatment of intoxicants and irttom- 
perance is to curse them with a curse 
from first to last There is nothing 
excusable in their abominable opera- 
tions. Intoxicants kill human con- 
science more rapidly than anything 
else—do they not? The prophet (v, 
12) declares the drinker "regards not 
the work of the Lord." 


The moderate arinKer is forerunner 


to the toper, and the toper is a wickeJ 
man! Of all liars 'the inebriate is the 
most cunning and colossal liar. Since 
I began to write this lesson I had a 
call* not unlike numberless others in 
the past. 
He WAS a great, brond 


built man of probably 40 years. 
He 


; was fairly well dressed, but evidently 


half drunk. "Will you pity *n un- 


^ fortunate man," Yes, I fcave'pity for 


ell unfortunate men. "Well, I have 
\ family; and my thrw children, X 
££*c •*:• 


left them this morning crying for 
bread." 


Where did you get the money to 


buy rum and get drunk? 


uNo difference about that; I am an 


unfortunate and my children are 
hungry/* 


SENSE OF TRTJTK LOST. 


Then he jabbered on, but before the 


interview ended he declared his iani- 
ily was all right and needed nothing 
at all. But he wanted a little money, 
just a little. Thus the intemperate 
are prolific liars! Did you ever knosv 
a da inking man whose word could be 
depended upon? I never have known 
such. 
It is not so as to other evil 


habits. One who violates the second, 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh or 
eighth commandments may be an:; 
often is trustworthy in. his asser- 
tions much of the time. 
But a sot 


not only breaks the ninth command* 
ment once, he does so habitually. 


Going on, the prophet (lesson v.. 


13) dwells upon the desolating ef- 
fects of intemperance upon the na- 
tion. The conditions of Israel in the 
age of Isaiah 
were revolting and 


vicious. They were a degenerate and 
graceless generation. The prophets 
of the Lord used very, very strong 
language in description 
of the na- 


tion's debasement. And tins is seer 
in the "woe" Isaiah 
here utters 


against the prevalent practice of in- 
temperance. 


"Therefore my people are gone into 


captivity"—they had not yet beer 
carried into Babylon, but Isaiah sav? 
they were fast getting there through 
their wicked ways. And one or thest 
evil ways was intemperance. 


Sometimes we have heard temper 


ance reformers and Christian niinist 
crs severely criticised for usinjr lan- 
guage too severe in their addvesse? 
on this subject. Indeed they ara de- 
clared to'be as intemperate with theii 
tongues as a toper is with his lips 
Perhaps such critics have never had 
the curse of drink to invade their 
owoi households. If they had, I ween 
they would bs less dainty in wh^t 
they should say concerning the deso- 
lating influence of intoxicants. 


Last year a great ado was made 


over the crusade 
by Mrs. Nation 


This is not the place to discuss the 
different aspects of that violent out- 
break. But we may safely rest as- 
sured that of those who criticised her 
and her methods there were few 01 
none whose husbands, brothers or 
fathers were in the habit of coming 
home drunk. Until the iron lias en- 
tered the soul of the home circle in 
that way soft words may suffice. Bu1 
after it has so entered the suffering 
victim will have 
little regard fo: 


rhetoric 
in denouncing the drink 


curso. 


Iffaybe the time wll come when not 


merely one lion-hearted woman, bu 
when every Christian minister in the 
land will lift up his anathema, ai 
Isaiah does in verse 14 of our lesson. 
He does not pick and choose soft 
terms to describe the effects of in- 
temperance as he saw them. He de- 
clares hell itself is open and swal- 
lowing 
down 
our sacred 
thingi 


through the drink evil. Hot only so* 
"hell hath enlarged herself and open- 
ed her mouth without measure." anc 
the glory of the population and the 
pomp, everything in hig-i esteem it 
being engulfed in this maw of hell, 
the drink evil. He was speaking of 
the dire results to the nation. 


A LETTEK FBOM AFRICA. 


What word^ are too extreme to de- 


scribe the effect upon our own ami 
other nations now? While writing 
the above my eye fell upon an. Article 
in an English paper, from which let 
me quote a little. 
The archbishop 


of Canterbury has received a lettei 
from a Kongo native ruler, who has 
learned enough English to send thit 
greeting: 


"Great and good chief of the tribe 


of Jesus Christ, greeting: The hum- 
blest of your servants kisses the hem 
of your garments and begs you to 
send his fellow servants more gospel 
and less rum." 


Can any nation continue Christian 


and pour corruption in a flood upon 
a poor weak tribe of human brothers? 
As has been said, "Alcohol is the 
death of any race." Trance has been 
the chief producer of ''light wines" 
and there has been no end of praise 
of light wines instead of the "hot 
liquors." 
But already it is ascer- 


tained that France is the heaviest 
consumer of absinthe in the world, 
and absinthe is alcohol in its most 
deadly 
form. 
Even 
the 
.Figaro, 


which usually has treated all moral 
questions with flippancy, published 
lately a grave warning to France, 
saying the growth of intemperance 
in France 
threatens the physical 


stamina of the nation. The rum bot- 
tle will bring down the glory and 
greatness of any nation, the same as 
it will that of man. 


The deliverance—how shall it be 


brought about? 
Not 'by 
keeping 


silent. Not by gently defending the 
drink habit as inevitable. Dr. I*y- 
man Beecher is reported 
to have 


once said:, "If one, generation; could 
be* brought up not knowiiif <tit tatti 


of liquor the drink curse of this 
land might be overcome." 
But it 


will be a long time in the future be- 
fore this fair hope and fit desire can 
be realized. Meanwhile we refuse to 
concede*one day or year of right for 
the rum traffic to continue. 
"Words 


seem but empty sounds, 
but it is 


words that rule the world. 


Protesting against the pernicious 


influence of intemperance may at last 
prove as effective as the poor widow 
who appealed to the unjust judge. 
At last she prevailed and was given 
her suit, "lest by her continual com- 
ing she weary.1' 


Statistics are tiresome in public 


talk. But a few effective ones give 
force to argument. So, talk day and 
night against the drink evil. Tell 
children of all the wrecked families 
and fathers you may 
know. 
Tell 


boys that every year employers 
in 


great concerns are becoming more 
careful not to have anyone in their 
service who drinks. 
In a body of 


nearly 2,000*000 of workmen from 
70 to 90 per cent, were not taken on 
until careful inquiry was made of 
their habits. Probably many of the 
employers drink 
themselves. 
But 


for their work they want only tem- 
perate men. 


This is eminently so in all the bet- 


ter positions 
on railroads. 
Such 


facts as these will do more than 
frighten youth. They will show that 
sobriety has a steady -market value.

of all the fresh water lakes of the 
British islands. 
Sir John Murray, 


of course, will direct the scientific 
work, and Mr. Pullar has already 
made over to trustees a sum of money 
needed to cairy out the researches 
n a thorough? and comprehensive 
manner. All the lakes will be sound- 
ed and mapped as a preliminary to 
complete investigation. 


Five years, at least, will bs re- 


quired to make these observations 
and to incorporate them in memoirs, 
each of which will be a complete nat- 
ural history of the lakes of one river 
basin. Sir Jeim and Mr. Pullar are 
now seeking to engage four capable 
young men, a chemist, a geologist a 
jotnnist and a zoologist, who when 
found, will receive a salary sufficient 
to enable them to give their whole 
time to the work, but not lai'g? 
enough ito induce any one who has 
not the love of science at heart to 
take it up. 


They will probably have no diffi- 


culty in finding the men .they need 
f only for the reason that associa- 
tion with Sir Jolm Murray in these 
researches could not fail to be for 
any aspiring young man of science a 
training in scientific thought and 
methods such as even universities do 
not afford.—New York Sun.

potatoes should not be peeled before 
cooking and placed directly in ho 
water and boiled rapidly less loss 01 
material is sustained than when they 
are cooked in water cold at the start.

METALS USED AS FUEL. 


'•Metals may be burned 
for the

of the whole and the ortical layer 
8.5 per cent. 


It is difficult to peel potatoes so 


that the skin only is removed. 
Whether both skin and cortical layer 
or only the former should be called 
refuse in our current sense of the 
word is perhaps a question. As po- 
tatoes are commonly eaten, a good 


sti11 Ur£er amounts being 


found in the sprouts than in the 
tubers themselves* The potatoes un- 
doubtedly caused the poisoning in 
this case. 


Potatoes a year old which have 


lain in a cellar and shriveled, and 
small potatoes which have sprouted 
without being planted, are consid 
ered especially dangerous, and should 
not bo eaten.

Some thinkers decry the present 


temperance agitation, Claiming that if 
oontinued eaeh succeeding generation 
\\i\\ have tbe same unending battle 
against the effect^ of alcohol; whereas 
tf the effect of liquor ^as allowed to 
run its course, the people would in 
time become immune to it, and it would 
have little more effect ou them than 
would vvat*r» and point to nations now 
temperate whose ancestors according 
to hibtory, were noted for drunken* 
n ess. 


This solution of tbe liquor problem 


is not to be commended. Drunkenness 
is- never a solitary evil; it is the parent 
of 10,000 evils, and by the time a (peo- 
ple hive become immune to the eflTc<»t<? 
of alcohol they have brought them- 
selves into a condition from which it 
takes centuries to recover, and by the 
lime they recover they find that tbe 
demon of the still again begins to have 
its dire effect. We should not let alco- 
hol have full sway in order that there 
may be a survival of the fittest, nny 
more than we jhould let smallpox have 
full .sway in order to destroy tho^e nib- 
ject to it.

Bligh was a man with a short temper 
and a sharp tongue, and soon there 
were stormy scenes on board. It end- 
ed in mutiny. Capt. Bligh had a rude 
awakening one morning and found 
hir. bunk surrounded by his armed 
crew. Already one of the ship's boats 
had been dropped astern, and in it sar 
eighteen .men, who had refused to 
join the mutineers. 
Captain Bligh 


was forced over the side and into the 
boat and a small supply of provisions 
and water loweied after him. Then 
;he men cut the painter and the ship 
was got under way. 
Bligh was a 


blunt man* but he was brave and a 
determined one, and he made i 
plucky fight for life. He won it, too, 
for after a terrible cruise in the open 
boat, he and those of his men who 
had not died of priv&titon or leaped 
overboard while crazed with hunger, 
ariived safely at the Island of Tunor 
and soon after took ship for England 
There he told the story of the mutiny 
and almost immediately a ship set 
sail for Tahiti, to the fleshpots of 
which Captain Bligh had fancied his 
crew meant to return. 


The captain had guessed right, and 


when the punitive expedition arrived 
at Tahiti it found that most of tho 
mutineers were there. Three of them 
went aboard and gave themselves up, 
eleven others were captui ed, two 
were known to be dead. Thus all but 
nine of the men were accounted for. 
Most of the crew had been satisfied 
to settle down again where they were 
and run the lisk of the captain's hav- 
ing escaped to report them as 
mutineers. 
But the other nine had 


been wiser. 
Taking nine Tahitian 


women as wives and six Tahitian 
men as servants, they went on boaid 
the Bounty again and set sail. 


Where they had planned to go or 


what had become of them nobody 
knew. They were searched for with- 
out success, and then the Pandora, on 
which the punitive expedition had 
sailed, started back for England. 
When the mutineers got there several 
of the ringleaders were hanged, the 
rest imprisoned. 


All the Tsroiid supposed that the 


Bounty had gone down, and it was 
twenty years before all the world 
was undeceived* It was an American 
ship that discovered the retreat of 
the mutineers. She had stopped off 
the island that is known as Pitcairn 
for water, and her crew was thunder- 
struck at being hailed from the shore 
in good English, and even more as- 
tonished to find on landing that the 
hailer was the only survivor of the 
nine uncaptured men of the famous 
Bounty. The people of Pitcairn are 
generally of good stature and good 
looks. 
Their hair is a deep black, 


their skins have a brownish tint and 
their faces are usually -open and in- 
telligent. 
Some of the women arc 


really beautiful, and all, men and 
women alike, have a distinctly Eng- 
lish cast of countenance. 


Their island is thickly wooded and 


so mountainous that it can be sight- 
ed from a ship when it is still forty 
miles away. It is about four and a 
half miles in circumference. 
The 


climate is, of course, mild, and tho 
chief natural products of the island 
are such natural vegetables as sweet 
potatoes, yams, bread fruit, maize 
and beans, nnd such fruits 
*is 


bananas, pineapples, oranges, melons 
and cocoanuts. 


crops every year. The first crop is 
taken in April and the second in Oc- 
tober. They are first subjected to a 
mild crushing and are fthen boiled 
and the oil is finally distilled.

and left the flint, "As hard as flint,'' 
although perfectly correct, sounds 
rather strange in the light of the 
above facts.

HOW TO COOK A HUSBAND 


"How to Cook a Husband" is the

The work is intended to be humorous, 
but there is much of wisdom in some 
of its pages, as a few extracts will 
show* "Some women go about it," 
the author lemarks, "as if their hus- 
bands were bladdeis and blow them 
up. Others keep them constantly in 
hot water; others let them freeze by 
their carelessness and indifference. 
Some keep them in a stew by irri- 
tating ways and words. Others roast 
them. Some keep them in pickle all 
their lives. 
It cannot be supposed 


that husbands will be tender and 
good managed in this way, but they 
are delicious when properly treated. 
In 
selecting 
your husband you 


should not be guided by the silvery 
appearance, as in buying mackerel, or 
by the golden tint as if you wanted 
salmon. Be sure to select him your- 
self, as tastes differ. Do not go to 
market for him, as the best are al- 
ways brought to your door. It is fax- 
better to have none unless you will 
patiently learn how to cook him. A 
preserving kettle of the finest porce- 
lain is the best, but if you have noth- 
ing Taut ait earthenware pipkin it will 
do with caie. 


"See that the linen in which you 


wrap him is nicely washed and mend- 
ed with the required number of but- 
tons and strings. 
Tie him in the 


kettle by a strong, silk cord called 
comfort, as the one called duty is apt 
to be weak. They are apt to fly out 
of the kettle and be burned and 
crusty on the edges, since, like crabs 
and lobsters, you have to cook them 
while alive. 
Hake a clear, steady 


fire out of love, neatness and cheer- 
fulness. 
Set him as near this as 


seems to agree with him. If he sput- 
ters and fizzes do not be anxious; 
some husbands do this until they are 
quite done. Add a little sugar in the 
form of what confectioners call 
kisses, but no vineg-ar or pepper on 
any account. A little spice improves 
him, 
but must be used with judg- 


ment. Do not stick any sharp instru- 
ment into him to see if he is becom- 
yig tender. Stir him gently; watch 
the while lest he lie too flat or close 
to the kettle and so become useless, 
You cannot fail to notice when lie is 
done. If thus treated you will find 
him very digestible, agreeing nicely 
with you and the children, and he 
will keep as long as you want unless 
you become careless and set him in 
too cold a place.0

proximates one out of every 500. 


To look sfter thesa evildoers tiic 


United States 
maintains a polica 


force estimated at 78,000 men, cost- 
ing annually more than $30,000,0^0 
for their support. 
In fifty-two of 


the chief cities of the land there are 
over 15,000 police, whose mainten- 
anc3 costs over $13,000,000. In ad- 
dition to these police is a gicut army 
of men who are employed in the ma- 
chinery of trying 
And punishing 


criminals. There are police magis- 
trals. trial judges, clerics, baihft, 
jrilcrs and penitentiaiy guards in 
all amounting to several thousand 
more. On an average one guard is 
required for every ten prisoners in 
jail. On the 1st of June this 
theie wero upwaid of 85,000 pils- 
oners in ja*ls in tins country. Tins 
is taken as a fair daily -average, so 
tha'c tlure must 3iave T>ceu 8.500 
guards caring for them. 


This army of 100,000 men en- 


gaged in catching, trying, guarding 
and wfatohiug thieves and other evil- 
doe;s, reckoning at the usual rate 
for this country of one to a family of 
five, is the support of 500,000 per- 
sons. The cost to a nation in wages, 
count expenses and support of these 
men, not conn/ling the civil court?, 
is cot less than $125,000,000.

'this expense is brought upon the 
nation througn the desire of many 
people to break laws. Tne expense 
is even gi cater t'han. this, lor th^re 
are the criminals in jails <to be fed 
and housed. which, if tho 'average 
cost is but little more than $100 per 
criminal, amounts to $10,000,000.

venture. I say it has been "my good 
fortune," because the experience of 
trailing with human bloodhounds is 
about as interesting, 
unusual and 


exciting a one as can be imagined. 


TRACKER NEVER FAILS. 


Once given the scent, a tracker 


will pursue and discover his game 
with never-failing success, unless 
the criminal has had sufficient start 
to enable him to put to sea, in which. 
case the black man can only follow 
him to the water's edge. 


The peculiar power of the black 


detectives was first discovered by the 
white surveyors 
at the antipodes 


thiougli their extraordinary success 
in locating lost persons in. the bush. 
An unerring instinct, coupled with, 
inexplicably keen judgment, made it 
possible for them to take up a trail 
and follow it until the lost man was 
found, dead or alive, even though the 
journey led through forests where 
the black pursuers had never been. 
Their usefulness as trackers of crim- 
inals was thus suggested, and they 
have since proved 
themselves in- 


valuable to the police. So implicit is 
the confidence felt in them that wh^n 
a black starts out on a man hunt the 
officer who accompanies him merely 
follows in his wake, leading his own 
horse, and does not question him or 
in any way interfeie with him, no 
matter in what direction the guide 
may go or how apparently reasonless 
and futile his method. The officer 
knows that the simple-minded abo- 
rigine possesses a cunning and a 
sense- of divination superior to his 
own 
trained intelligence and so 


keeps a respectful silence. 


EXPERTS IN QUEENSLAND. 
The most expert trackers are found 


in the state of Queensland, near the 
borders of New South Wales. They 
are animated by no feeling of ven- 
geance toward their quarry and will 
travel faithfully for any number of 
miles, intent upon their task and 
unmindful of any obstacle or danger, 
seeming to take delight in the ac- 
complishment of their 
object and 


asking a reward ridiculously out of 
proportion to their labor—a few 
shillings, some tobacco or geegaws 
sufficing them. Of the value of 
money they have no conception* Rum 
is their weakness, I have known of 
a tracker employed to locate certain 
valuable trees for a timber man, 
traveling forty miles through 
a 


forest so dense that he had to cut his 
way with a tomahawk (a necessary 
weapon down there for explorers), 
and being content with a reward of a 
bottle of ruin, while the timber man 
realized $450 from the sale of the 
tree. 
They are submissive, cour- 


ageous and alert. Their knowledge 
of English is very imperfect, a few 
broken words, signs and gestures 
conveying their meaning. 
WRITER'S FIRST MAN HUNT. 
My first man hunt was with "Char- 


lie," a splendid specimen of aborig- 
inal symmetry and muscular devel- 
opment. His eyes were large, black 
and dreamy, but brilliant

London, Nov. 23.—The •British su-

istence in Germany of a great trust 
called the "Kartell," which has been 
in existence about a year, and that 
It is chiefly owing to its agency that 
the price of sugar has been forced 
down in England and other countries 
to the lowest point in the history of 
the industry, and that Germany to- 
day is enabled to dictate to 'the world 
the price of that commodity. 
The 


exact extent of the "Kartell" was 
discovered they say, only quite re- 
cently. The magnitude of its oper- 
ations supplies the missing' iactors 
in the present alarming condition of 
;he sugar market. 


The abolition 'of tMs organization 


will be 'one of the chief objects of 
the nations other than Germ-any at- 
tending the forthcoming Brussels 
conference. 
Already British firms 


have entered into negotiations with 
leading American 
sugar interests 


and tables are now being drawn, up 
showing 
the transactions 
y£ the 


"Kartell".Tpith a view of submitting 
'them, to the authorities nt Washing- 
ton. 


The British government will be 


urged to empower its representatives 
ait the /Brussels conference to threat- 
en retaliatory counter vailing meas- 
ures unless the "Kartell" is broken 
up or at least modified. 


The largest figures available in 


London show that 
Germany now 


produces one-th'ird 
of the world's 


supply of beet sugar, of which she 
exports no less than 1,250,000 tons' 
after completely supplying her own 
population. These exports, which are 
almost one-fifth of the world's avail- 
able supply, are sent out at a loss to 
German manufacturers, but thanks 
to the "Kartell," plus the bounty, 
they are able not only to make up for 
this, but to reap a handsome pront 
in addition to gaining absolute con- 
trol of the sugar market. 


The "Kartell" is run very secretly, 


but from confidential reports shown 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press in London it is learned that 
It consists of an ironclad combina- 
tion of almost all producers and re- 
finers rto keep -up the price of sugar 
in Germany. This'is done so success- 
fully that the German consumer to- 
day pays thrice as much for sugar 
as the Briton does -for the same arti- 
cle imported from Germany. 


The members of the "Kartell" bind 


themselves to buy from 'au'd sell to 
only those affilated with the combine. 
This has '"worked 
so satisfactorily 


that rthe "Kartell" 
now 
includes 


practically every factor in sugar in- 
terests in Germany from the agri- 
cultural producer to the refiner. TIio 
latter agrees always to pay 13.75 
marks per hundred weight for the 
raw article, though natural condi • 
tioiis might ordinarily allow him 
to buy three marks cheaper. 
This, 


however, ensures a permanently high 
price to the German consumer. The 
enormous profits consequent upon 
these 
methods are pooled in the 


"Kartell'" and divided upon an elab- 
orate and ingenious scale, and tha 
surplus product is disposed of at a 
slight loss in other European and 
American markets, though even this 
deficit 
is 
often 
made up by tne 


bounty that Germany provides. 


British sugar authorities are quot- 


ed as saying th'at the German "Kar- 
tell" and bounty combined will wita- 
in fawo years ruin the beet and cane 
industry in •other countries, espec- 
ially in Cuba and the other West In- 
dies.

THE SCOTCH SHOUT BREAD. 


Scotch short 'bread is much liked foi 


seving at teas and for a treat now 
and then at the family table. 
bake it properly the oven must be 
not too quick, but yet if too slow~tlie 
cakes will spread on account of the 
great amount of butter used. 


Mix one and three-quarters cups ol 


flour with, one-quavter cup of sugar 
and one level teaspoon of caraway 
seeds. 
Beat one-half cup of butter 


to a cream with 
small wooden 


spoon, then gradually work in the 
lour. 
It is usually easier to use the 


imuds at the last, for the ingredients 
must be worked until -thoroughly 
mixed. 
Put the dough in the ice 


chest to chill. Sprinkle a board with 
flour and roll the dough out one-half 
to three-quarters of an inch thick, 
cut in shape and pinch the edges i 
tiny scallops. 
Bake about twenty 


minutes or until "well colored. 


These cakes have a peculiar nutty 


lavor that is agreeable. 
The cara- 


way seeds are sometimes omitted. 


•When a Scotch tea is served, as at 
'airs, where national dainties are 
uade a specialty, this short bread is 
ndispensable. 
Serve it with gener- 


ous cups of freshly infused tea.—Clii- 
ago Inter Ocean.

A tracker is 


a native black man, one of a tribe 
ndowed (with a marvelous instinct 
wliich enables them to run down to 
iis hiding place any criminal fleeing 
rom justice. These men are literally 
mown as 
bloodhounds and their 


trang power 
is possessed 
by no j 


ther race of people in the world. 
It has been my good fortune 
to 


allow a man hunt with these track- 
rs on several occasions, not as an 
Sicial, but us a participnt in ad- 
enture. I say it has been, "iny good 
ortune," because the experience of 
railing with human bloodhounds is 
bout as interesting, unusual and 
xciting- a one as can be imagined.

INTEMPERANCE 
PREVAILS. 


Nevertheless, 
intemperance still 


prevails after all the appalling effects 
o£ it. And it is claimed, with prob- 
ably good reason, that the liquor 


^ traffic exercises a more arrogant in- 


fluence now than nt any time in the 
world's history. The probability of 
this rests upon the fact that in the 
greatest nations of the earth at pres- 
ent the liquor power has more control 
in. politics than ever it has had. 


See how in our own country '-ificT: 


of the great political parties in cam- 
paigns conciliate the liquor 
inter- 


est. 
Watch the way congress re- 


lieves the rum interest of taxes. 
Listen to' the hero of the new 
Hebrides islands, Dr. John Pntqn, 
•whose work has been transforming 
the cannibals into Christians, and he 
will tell you that all the other great. 
Christian nations have prohibited the 
export of liquors and firearms to 
those islands, while the United States 
has not and will not while the rum 
seller has the cinch he now lia-i on our 
government. 


Of the twenty-two versos set apart 


as our lesson, only tho eleventh nnd 
sixteenth inclusive are directly de- 
voted to the ravages of strong drinlr. j 
But in these the prophet of the Lord | 
speaks without sparing. He beg-ius j 
with a ''Woe." And we observe tint 
the ruinous evils of indulgence in 
strong drink then, GOO years before 
the birth of Christ, were just the 
same as tlify are now. 


Says the prophet (lessnn verse 2): 


"Woe unto them that rise up early in 
the morning- that they may follow 
strong 
drink, that continue until 


•night, till wine inflame them." 
AJ 


in our day, so in the time of Isaiah— 
one who rises early in the morning 
to drink is the most sure to drink :ill 
day. We have heard it said that once 
n tippler 'begins to take u drink be- 
fore breakfast, be is doomed to be a 
drunkard. 


At the first (lesson verse 12) th* 


wine cup and whisky make high 
hilarity at .the feast. As when our 
novelists describe the drinking habits 
of their heroes they most always 
malte scenes so gay that many n 
weak person reading their tempting 
pages may be led to ruin. The true 
treatment of intoxicants and iatom- 
perance is to curse them with ,a curse 
from first to last. There is nothiuq 
excusable in their abominable opera- 
tions. Intoxicants kill human con- 
science more rapidly than anything 
else—do they r.ot? The prophet (v. 
12) declares the drinker "regards not 
the work of the Lord." 


The moderate cmnKer is forerunner 


to the toper, and tho toper is a wickeJ 
man! Of all liars the inebriate is the 
moat cunning and colossal liar. Since 
I began to write this lesson I had n 
call, not unlike numberless others in 
tho past. 
He was a great, brond 


built man of probably 40 years. 
He 


was fairly well dress'ed, but evidently 
•half drunk. "Will you pity an un- 


. fortunate man," Yes, IfJiave'pity for 
all unfortunate men. "Wall, I have 
a, family, and my three children, I 


left them this morning crying foi 
bread." 


Where did you get the money to 


buy rum nnd get drunk P 


"No difference about that; I am an 


unfortunate and my children are 
hungry." 


SENSE OF TRUTH LOST. 


Then he jabbered on, but before the 


interview ended he declared his i.im- 
ily was all right and needed nothii'£ 
nt all. But he wanted a little money; 
just a little. Thus the Intcmppots 
are prolific liars! Did you ever kno.v 
a drinking man whose word could be 
depended upon? I never have known 
such. It is not so as to other evil 
habits. One who violates the second, 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh or 
eighth commandments may bo an^ 
often is trustworthy in his asser- 
tions much of the time. 
But a sot 


not only breaks the ninth command- 
ment once, he does so habitually. 


Going- on, the prophet (lesson v., 


13) dwells upon the desolating ef- 
fects of intemperance upon the na- 
tion.

carried into Babylon, but Is.iinh saw 
they were fast getting there through 
their wicked ways. And one ot thest 
evil ways was intemperance. 


Sometimes we have heard temper- 


ance reformers and Christian minist 
crs severely criticised for using- lan- 
guage too severe in their addresse? 
on this subject. 
Indeed they are de- 


clared to be as intemperate witr. then 
tongues as a toper is with his lips 
Perhaps sncli critics have never had 
the curse of drink to invade their 
own 'households. If they had, I ween 
they would be less dainty in wlint 
t-iey should say concerning the deso- 
lating influence of intoxicants.

SURVEYING 
BRITISH 
LAKES. 


Few parsons tv/onty years ago had 


heard the word1 limnology. It was in- 
vented about that time us the name 
of a nev.' kind, of geographic research. 
Limnology has to do with the study 
of lakes, the sounding and mapping 
of -their bottnms, il'he chemical com- 
position of their waters, the rainfall 
of thair drainage areas, the animnU 
and all other facts concerning Ifikes. 
It v/as maimtahiecl, for example, that 
the tharough knowledge desired of 
tie farms of the earth's crust could 
never be gained until the facts con- 
cerning1, that portion of the crust 
which is 'hidden under the lake wat- 
ers were revealed. 


Dr. Hugh Robert Mill, of England, 


in/ a recent address, made ihe first 
public announcement of a scheme of 
geographical research, oil a national 
scale by private enterprise. Sir Johu 
Murray and Mr. 
Lawrence Pullar 


have decided to complete the survey 
of all the fresh water lakes of the 
British islands. 
Sir John Murray, 


of course, will direct the scientific 
woik, and Mr. Pullar 
lias already 


made over -to trustees a sum of money 
needed to cairy out -the researches 
In a thorough 
and comprehensive 


manner. All the lakes will be sound- 
ed aiiri mapped as a preliminary to 
complete investigation. 


Five years, 
at least, will bo re- 


quired to make -these observations 
a ad to incorporate them iu menioiis, 
each of which will bo a complete nat- 
ural history of the lakes of one river 
basin. Sir John and Mr. Pullar are 
now sesking- to engage four capable 
young1 men, a clit'inrsL, a geologijt .1 
botanist and a zoologist, who when 
found, will receive a salary sufficient 
to enable them to give their wholo 
time to the 
work, 
"but not lai'g1? 


enough >to induce any one who has 
not the love of science at heart to 
take it up. 


They will probably have no diffi- 


culty in fin-ding- the men they need 
if only for the reason that associa- 
tion with Sir John Murray in- these 
•esearches could not fail -to be for 
any aspiring young man of science a 
iraining- in scientific 
thought -and 


metihods such as even universities do 
not afford.—New York 'Sun.

In the raw 
potato the separate starch grains are 
inclosed in cells with walls composed 
of crude fibre, a material resistant 
to digestive juices. If potatoes were 
eaten raw the digestive juices would 
not reach the starch as easily unless 
the cell walls happened to be rup- 
tured mechanically, as in mastica- 
tion. 


To obtain the highest food value 


potatoes should not be peeled before 
cooking and placed directly in hot 
water and boiled rapidly less loss of 
material is sustained than when they 
are cooked in water cold at the start.
